the Associated Press, am.) A 
thousand civilians greeted the van- 
guard of the Second American Di- 
vision, which reached Montmedy 
shortiy before 8 o'clock Sunday 
morning. The civillans knew the 
Americans were. coming, but were 
surprised at the easly hour of ar- 
rival. The Americana, likewise, were 
surprised to find so many civilians 
awaiting them. 

Montmedy is little scarred as the 
result of the war except for the 
railroad yard, where the bombs of 
American aviators sometime ago dis- 
Placed tons of earth and tore up the 
railroad, When the Americans ar- 
rived In Montmedy the civilians 
were still at work putting up flags 
along the principal streets. Soon 
after the excitement of the welcome 
was over the Americans were sur- 
prised to see shopkeepers open their 
stores. 

French flags, which had not been 
unfurled for four years in Mont- 
medy, predominated the scheme of 
decoration, but here and there 
American flags appeared. The Amer- 
leans were at a loss to understand 
where they came from until a civil- 
lan explained that they had been 
made by the French women in an- 
ticipation of the arrival of the 
Americans. 

Detachments of the division spent 
part of the day in Montmedy. 
During the afternoon the marine 
band gave a concert in the city 
the Germans “Berliger Platz.” The 
civillans crowded around and em- 
braced the bandemen when they fin- 
ished the concert with a rendition 
“Marselliaise.”

ID KAISER 
ABDICATE? 


Yet Received. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Has 
Count William Hohenzollern really 
and officially abdicated as Emperor 
ot Germany’ 
(Came reports that Mr. or Count 
Hohenzollern eintends to return to 
Germany, served to revive interest 
in the foregoing question, which has 
been the subject of unofficial discus- 
sion here for some days. 
lt ie recalled here that the abdiea- 
tion of the German Kaiser never was 
officially contirmed. No official re- 
ports to that effect ever were re- 
ceived by the American Btate De- 
parument, and so far as known there 
never was any abdication prociama- 
tion to the German people. 

‘The news as it reached this coun- 
try cams from the German wireless 
station @t Nauen and it was subse- 
quently followed by dispatches that 
Count or Mr. Hohenzollern, had gone 
to Holland. 

So far as this government is offi- 
cially advised there is nothing to 
show that the Kaiser has abdicated, 
in fact and in good faith, but the 
inclination among officials and diplo- 
mats here is to believe that the 
formet Germor Emperor. whether 
by hie own act, or by the decision 
of the new German government and 
the German people, has forfeited his 
crown. 

It is pointed out that in the in- 
stance of Emperor Charles, of Aus- 
tria-Hungary, a proclamation was 
signed by the sovereign announcing 
his abdication. 

Comment ise made here also on 
lack of any information indicating 
that William Hohenzollern had ever 
abdicated as King of Prussia. 

Ie he still King of Prussia and 
will he return to Germany as such? 
State Department officials admit that 
they do not know. One official said 
today that the matter was not wor- 
rying the United States. 

GERMANY BARS REDS.

The 
German authorities, according to a 
dispatch from Berlin, have notified 
the Russian Bolshevik government 
that representatives must not be sent 
to Germany. 


BASEL (Switzerland) Nov. 18— 
The marriage of Rupprecht, the for- 
mer Crown Paince of Bavaria, and 
Princess Antoinette of Luxemburg, 
which had been fixed for November, 
has been postponed until the middle 
of January, according to a message 
from Munich. 


{The former Bavarian Crown 
Prince commanded the German 
armies on the northern section of 
the western front until August of 
this year when he returned to 
Munich for a rest. He is 49 years 
old and a widower, his first wife hav- 
ing died six years ago. Princess 
Antoinette was born in 1899 and is 
one of five sisters of the Grand 
Duchess Marie of Luxemburg.! 


AMSTERDAM. Novy. 18.—A Wux- 
emburg dispatch says that the 
Chamber today adopted a motion 
demanding a referendum to decide 
the future form of government. 
The Chamber desires that the 
Grand Duchess abstain from all gov- 
ernmental action pending the refer- 
endum.

WASHINGTON, Nov.  18.—De- 
mobilization of the army air service 
presents a separate problem on 
which War Department officials now 
are at work, How it is to be accom- 
plished, so that the aircraft manu- 
facturing industry, now a govern- 
ment monopoly, can be preserved, 
has not been disclosed, but it i& 
possible to state authoritatively some 
of the considerations that will gov- 
ern demobilization plans. 

Secretary Baker is known to re- 
gard the air service as the field of 
military enterprise in which the 
greatest developments are to be ex- 
pected. For that reason the army 
programme to be laid before Con- 
greas probably will show recommen- 
dations for continuing the aviation 
branches on a scale disproportionate 
to the other arms of the service. 
Every effort is expected to be made 
to improve existing types of planes 
and engines or develop new ones. 

It is also certain that the plans 
now being formulated will make pro- 
vision for retaining in the perma- 
nent military establishment officers 
and men who have displayed marked 
ability in the operation, production 
and equipment of airplanes, balloons 
and other aircraft. 

GOVERNMENT MONOPLY. 

The monoply of the government 
extends to every branch of aircraft 
production. To make a start on the 
extraordinary programme laid out it 
Was necessary to build from the 
ground up, to create;virtually every 
facility required, even to the grow- 
ing of castor beans to furnish the 
lubricating oi] required The only 
exceptions are the automobile facto- 
ries, which were turned from build- 
ing engines for motor cars to the 
production of Liberty motors and 
other aircraft engines. 

In addition to the manufacturing 
monopoly, which Includes the as- 
tembling of scientific data of the ut- 
most value on the whole question of 
air flight, the government has com- 
plete monopoly over the training fa- 
cilities for fiyers, It owns some thir- 
ty-two flying fields in the United 
States, all fully equipped, and has 
built up preliminary courses in col- 
leges and universities in all parts of 
thé country. 

The home aviation schools are now 
fitted to turn out 2000 men a month, 
rated as reserve military aviators, 
while there are now in this coun- 
try more than 12,000 men who 
either have passed through that 
school system or are nearing com- 
Pletion of their training. 

CADETS MAY QUIT. 

All cadet aviators now in training 
in the United States will be given 
the option of immediate discharge 
without commissions or of complet 
ing their training. 

Instructions to this effect were 
sent today to all aviation fields and 
camps by Maj.-Gen. Kenly, chief 
— the division of military aeronau- 
tics. 

Cadets who elect to complete 
training will be discharged when 
they finish the course, and given 
commissions as second lieutenants in 
the officers’ reserve corps. 

Candidates for commissions at 
balloon schools also will be given 
opportunity to complete training, 
after which they will be commis- 
sioned in the reserve corps. 

It also was announced that or- 
ders had been issued for closing 
Selfridge Field, Mt. Clemens, Mich.: 
Chanute Field, Rantoul, Ill, and 
Beott Field, Belleville, III, and for 
abandonment of the air service me- 
chanics’ schoo! at St. Paul, Minn. 
Requests of officers now in the air 
service who desire separation from 
the service will be considered indi- 
vidually in connection with the 
needs for their service.

The prevailing opinion here is that 
Mr. Wilson already has made up his 
mind on this subject. He does not 
go to the peace conference as a dele- 
gatc and, consequently, it is held 
that should he relinquish his au- 
thority and functions of office he 
would be without power to act for 
the United States In the discussions. 

OBSERVE PRECEDENT. 

There is ample precedent for the 
President to leave the territorial lim- 
its of the United States. President 
Harrison on one occasion went into 
Canada, while President Taft visited 
both that country and Mexico, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and also President 
Taft visited the Panama Canal Zone, 

Both President Taft and President 
Roosevelt continued to perform the 
function. of their office while on the 
Visits to the Canal Zone, sending in- 
structions to Washington both by 
cable and wireless. It was pointed 
out today that the President aiso 
could in this manner attend to any 
pressing matters of importance here 
whiie he is abroad. 

In all probability the President 
will cross the Atlantic on an Ameri- 
car battleship, probably one of the 
navy’s newest dreadaaughts. While 
on such a ship, it is claimed, he is 
on American territory and tech- 
nically would be absent from the 
country only for such time as he 
actually is on foreign soll. 

If the President intends to ele- 
gate any of the functions of his office 
to Vice-President Marshall, the Vice- 
President has not been so informed, 
and this fact in itself was accepted 
in some quarters as clearly indicat- 
ing that the President has decided 
that his physical absence from the 
country does not create such a 
vacancy in the office as to fall with- 
in the section of the Constitution 
which clothes the Vice-President 
with authority to diseharge the du- 
ties of the office during the ina- 
bility of the President to act. 

The question of what effect the 
President's absence will have on the 
work of Congress was freely dis- 
cussed tonight in Congressional cir- 
clec.. Many held that the President 
coulé not approve or veto legisia- 
tion while absent as the actual sig- 
mature ef the President is required. 
Under the previsions of the Consti- 
tution if bille are not acted upon by 
the Chief Executive, within ten days 
after their passage they automatical- 
ly become effective, 

Very little important business will 
be transacted by Congress in De- 
cember under the programme as 
now outlined. No pressing Jegis- 
lative matters now pending or in 
prospect are to be completed before 
the expected adjournment of Con- 
gress for over the Christmas holi- 
days. And if Congress does ad- 
journ it will not reassemble until 
early in January and the President 
probably will return home soon aft- 
erwards. 

There was no statement tonight 
as to whether the American dele- 
gates to the peace conference ac. 
tually will accompany the President 
or will follow at a later date. In 
some quarters it was regarded as 
likely that they would make the trip 
with the President so as to have the 
advantage of conferences with rep- 
resentatives of the Allied nations be- 
fore the peace congress -convenes. 
Scretary Lansing undoubtedly will 
head the American commissioners. 
Others regarded as probable selec- 
tions as delegates are Col. House, 
Loute D. Brandeis, associate justice 
of the Supreme Court, and Elihu 
Root, former Secretary of State. 
Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, former Chief 
of Staff, and military representative 
of the United States on the Supreme

Prussia, too, has now a purely So- 
clalist government. With the disap- 
pearance of the fatherland’s royalty, 
the federal council! ceases to exist. 
The Prussian houses are abolished 
and the Reichstag is no more. It all 
makes a nine days’ wonder. Mean- 
while, the Berlin government, firm 
in its position, is setting about the 
task of dealing with many serious 
questions. Government offices hum 
with activity again, but their char- 
acter and appearance have greatly 
changed. 

The Prussian spirit has complete- 
ly disappeared. The stern, pompous 
official has gone. Suavity rules in- 
stead of sternness. Beside the aris- 
tocratic officials who remain, but 
with altered mien and manner, work 
sallors from Kiel. Most of the of- 
ficers, even up to the war ministers, 
have put aside uniforms and donned 
civilian clothing. 

In place of the stern military cen- 
sor at the postoffice, gentle-man- 
nered Frau Kautsky, wife of the 
well-known Socialist, rules. Herr 
Ebert and Herr Haas share the 
Chancellorship. Ordinary soldiers 
come and go where once went counts 
and barons. New government has 
ziven force of law to a not unimpor- 
tant part of the programme. 

The state of siege has been raised 
and the right of association and 
meeting, even for officials and state 
employees, has become unrestricted. 
The censorship, including that for 
theaters, has gone. Complete free- 
dom of speech, press and religion 
has been proclaimed. There is to 
be no political amnesty, and a num- 
ber of labor reforms erected, in- 
cluding a neighbor day, which will 
come into force January 1. 

The food problem is bristling with 
difficulties.

SENATE RULE 


GOES TO G.0.P. 


Moses of New Hampshire 
Gives Republican Control. 


Constitutional Point Raised in 
Kentucky Election Case. 


Congress Expected to Adjourn 
Over Thanksgiving. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Re- 
publicans gained control of the 
Senate today, when Senator-elect 
Moses of New Hampshire was 
sworn in to fill the unexpired term 
of Senator Gallinger. It means that 
in all cases where there are con- 
tests forecast, but where the cre- 
dentials are regular, the Senators 
elected will be seated, then the con- 
tests may be heard and if success- 
ful the holder of the seat will be 
ousted and the successful contestant 
will take the place thus vacated. 
Inasmuch as it takes a two-thirds 
vote to remove a Senator once 
sworn in and filling office, there is 
little or no chance that the Repub- 
lican control of the next Senate will 
e in any way impaired after March 
next. 

Senator Curtis, Republican whip, 
also challenged the right of Sena- 
tor Martin of Kentucky to continu® 
in the Senate as the successor to the 
late Ollie James. Under the Federal 
Constitution he said that the Sen:- 
tor elected at this last election was 
the duly qualified Senator and that 
no other could sit in his stead. Gov. 
Stanley was elected and wants to 
continue as Governor until the first 
of the year when his successor wil! 
take office. 

Under the State Constitution of 
Kentucky Senator Martin by ap- 
pointment of the Governor would 
serve till March 4, but as pointed 
out today the Federal Constitution 
supersedes the State when such dif- 
ferences occur. The Democrats are 
upset and have spent the day look- 
ing up precedents, but tonight it ap- 
peared to them that Senator Curtis 
was right and that either Go. 
Stanley would have to come on at 
once and take his place as Senator 
or otherwise the Democrats would 
be short one vote in the Senate 
March 4. 

Thureday both houses will prob- 
ably adjourn sine die, that is to say. 
this session of the Sixty-fifth Con- 
gress will officially end. The next 
session will convene, according to 
law. on the first Monday in Decem- 
ber. The official adjournment 10

Writer Sues Earle Williams

Hundred and Sixty Thousand

Earle Williams, Vitagraph motion- 
picture star, who married in Sep- 
tember Miss Florine Walz of Brook- 
lyn, N. V., was sued yesterday for

They were to be 
married upon his return, in about 
twelve weeks. 

The complaint states that Miss 
Raymond has conducted herself to- 
ward Mr. Williams in a careful, lov. 

At all times she had 
sustained the relation of a common- 
law wife. She says she encouraged 
him in his career, nursed him when 
he was sick, and promoted his suc- 
cess in his business.

UMAN BEINGS—AND IDEALS. 

The war has been won. We have cel- 
ebrated peace. Now there are problems 
that we must adjust with sanity or we 
shall pile up for ourselves and for the gen- 
erations that come after us such bitterness 
and hardships as will keep the world in 
continual unrest and perhaps evoke an- 
other war—one that will be known as the 
greatest war! 

There are, of course, such obvious prob- 
lems as the League of Nations, as the dip- 
lomatic agreements, the adjustments of 
boundaries and arrangements of political 
Sovernments. Those are affairs which, 
with more or less confidence, the than-in- 


lomats and statesmen. Put the man, and 
the woman, too, in the street is going to 
watch with a great deal of personal con- 
cern (and be nervously ready to voice an 
angry opinion) the “punishment” that is 
laid on Germany. 

Somewhere between the ardent extrem- 
ists who are for letting the Allied armies 
march in panoplied triumph through Ber- 
lin and then wiping Germany “off the map” 
and the scarcely less intelligent “philoso- 
phers” who feel that Germany has “suf- 
fered enovgh” and should be let alone there 
is the course that the Allies will take. 


For some years, and particularly now, it 
has been unpopular to suggest that, after 
all, the German people are human beings, 
in spite of the fact that they have acted 
at times like brutes and beasts. Scientific- 
ally, they must be catalogued as “human 
beings.” And; without exempting a single 
shopkeeper, waiter or professor from his 
individual guilt, we do know that the Ger 
mans acted like brutes and beasts only be- 
cause from babyhood they were trained to 
believe themselves a superior kind of an 
animal (“The Great Blonde Beast”) and 
were taught that cruelty and ruthlessness 
were signs of courage, of valor. A white 
baby of intelligent parents, if raised among 
a mid-African tribe, will have all the fetich- 
ism and savagery of the jungles; much the 
same thing happened to German babies in 
the savagery of the Prussian state. The 
savagery of Prussia is directly and un- 
brokenly descended from Genseric. We 
are still accustomed to talk with regretful 
headshaking about the idyllic Germany of 
Goethe and Schiller; but there have never 
been any idyllic Prussians; and Prussia 
overran and subjugated the Germanic 
states. The conquest was largely diplo- 
matic, it is true; but none the less it was 
a conquest. That this horrible, atavistic 
process went on under the eyes of civilized 
nations makes it the more astounding, but 
none the less damnable. ä 

The Times is not excusing the Germans, 
Prussians or Bavarians or Saxons. We 
are merely sifggesting the process by which 
this savage state was established and de- 
veloped in the heart of Christendom. The 
inference is, of course, that being “human 
beings” the Germans may by education and 
training be brought to an understanding of 
and sympathy with the ideals that leagued 
the world in arms against the Hohenzol- 
lerns and Hapsburgs. The Germans 
thought themselves educated because they 
were versed in science; and it never oc- 
curred to them that science has no ideals. 
The difference between a professor invent- 
ing poison gas and a South Sea Islander 
tipping his bone arrowheads in upas juice 
is merely one of instruments and familiari- 
ty with poisons. Their ideals are identical, 

It is customary to place the entire blame 
on the Junkers. The Junkers were not 
only the figureheads but the sources of 
despotic energy; yet the past few days 
have revealed with what completeness and 
facility the Junkers and their great mili- 
tary organization could be repudiated, de- 
stroyed, once the people rose against them. 
And the people did not rise until they had, 
with unutterable disappointment, seen the 
promised “world conquest” break down. It 
was the empty stomachs of the German 
people, not wrathful hearts, that brought 
on the revolution. It was not contrition 
for the outrages upon Belgium and France; 
not humiliation over the broken word of 
the “scrap of paper; not righteous indig- 
nation that their govermment would insti- 
tute such vile warfare as poison gas and 
liquid fire; not rage that Edith Cavell 
should be murdered; that the Lusitania 

be sunk with ite women and chil- 
dren; not revulsion that airships should 
raid unfortified cities. No. The German 
people cheered those diabolisms unt!) they 
realized their futility—until théir empty 
stomachs and broken bones convinced them 
that the Junker censors lied with reports 
of victories and the assurances of “All's 
well!” 

The German people are bitter toward the 
Kaiser, the Crown Prince, Von Tirpitz, the 
Krupps all who “betrayed” the Father- 
land—not into a war of conquest, but into 
defeat. We understand their feeling. It is 
natural. It has an analogy in the throbbing 
head that follows the “morning after; but 
it ie mot expiation for the women maimed 
and brutalized, for the cities wrecked to 
rubble and dust, for the valleys and hill- 
sides lald in waste, to turn and execute the 
saloonkéepers and bartenders that furnished 
the stuff with which an empire got drunk! 
Common honesty requires that Germany 
shall, to the extent that is humanly posst- 
ble, rehabilitate Belgium and France. Ili is 
not in the nature of an indemnity. Germany 
forced the war and it was the basic policy 
of that war to destroy everything destructi- 
bie. The Allies will show greater magna- 
nimity than victors have ever shown if they 
limit their demands merely to a basis of 
restitution. That such restitution will ex- 
haust an already impoverished Germany is 
beside the question. That Germany is al- 
lowed to retain her territorial integrity 
shows how much more merciful her con- 
querors are in their hour of full triumph 
than she was in the frat fush of the var 
when Belgium was treated, regarded and 
administered as an integra] part of the em- 
pire. It is customary for victors to require 
indemnities to somewhat compensate them- 
selves for the inevitable commercial losses 
that attend war. It was well known that 
America was to pay a victorious Germany's 
losses—together with something additional 
to show the German people just how profit- 
able war could be. And the German people 
applauded. And we know now that, had 
their stomachs remained full, the war would 
now be far from over. They would still 
be intent upon making America pay 
But whether it comes through an empty 
stomach or through a blow on the cheek. or 
through a sermon that touches the heart.

GERMAN MUTINIES. 

German soldiers are reported to be 
murdering their officers. There are ac- 
counts of pitched battles between loyal reg- 
iments and the mutineers. 

There may or may not be a very great 
significance in these disturbances for Amer- 
ica. 


If the mutinies, on closer examination, 
turn out to be merely a part of the wave of 
anarchy that seems to be sweeping over 
Germany, then they mean one thing. If, on 
the contrary, the murder of these officers 
rises from the smoldering hatred of the en- 
listed men against their overlords in shoul- 
der straps, then the mutinies take on a 
keen and poignant meaning for every war 
office in Europe. . 

Had this war lasted longer it would hzve 
been an acute and final test of two systems 
of military discipline. 

Germany stood for one school; America 
represented the extreme of the opposite 
school. 

The purpose of all military discipline in 
all armies is, ip a broad, general way, the 
same. By oné means or another the men 
who are to fight must be taught two things: 
complete co-operation in thought and act; 
complete submission of the will-to-act to 
the officer. 

Discipline has been described as a state 
of mind. And that is just what it is. 

Germasgy has attempted to bring about 
this required state of mind by completely 
breaking down the individual will of the 
soldier, turning him into a machine. 

Various other nations have attempted to 
bring about the necessary co-operation by 
a sympathetic understanding between of- 
ficers and men. “ 

The German soldier obeys blindly be- 
cause he doesn’t know what it is all about. 
The American soldier obeys because he 
does know what it is all about. 

Each school of thought, represented by 
these two extremes, has always claimed 
that the highest results were impossible to 
the other. 

Although the reports of physical brutality 
on the part of the German officers have 
been doubtless overdrawn, there is an in- 


mere beating; and this has been inflicted 
to the fullest in Germany. 

The American officer is horrified to see 
a soldier drilled and goosestepped until he 
clicks like a machine. The German officer. 
on the other hand, is moved to scorn to see 
the free and easy ways of the American 
soldiers. 

Even the more moderate British have 
been a little bit scandalized by the Amer- 
feans. A Britf&h naval officer, writing for 
an English paper recently, mentioned, with 
a kind of scared astonishment, how he saw 
a Jackie sitting asleep in a steamer chair 
on the sacred quarterdeck of an American 
man-of-war and how he saw sailors receive 
orders without saluting; and. horrors of 
awful horrors. he heard a «allor address 
his superior as “Oh, say, cap.” 

Yet the American navy is acknow!edged 
to have opened the eyes of Murope by its 
astonishing proficiency an efficiency com 


to be taught by e amount of drilling. On 


teliectual brutality more agonizing than 


land the Yanks, with very sketchy ideas of 
military discipline, gave the far famed Prus- 
sian Guard the worst beating of its life. 

The general conclusion of most thinking 
experts has been that each method was 
best for the place it was used. No results 
Whatever could have been accomplished by 
trying to turn the Americans into blind, un- 
thinking machines—even assuming that it 
were possible. On the other hand, it is 
doubttul if the Germans could possibly have 
achieved any results with an army under 
the free-and-easy methods that won so mag- 
nificently for the Yanks. The German sol- 
dier hasn't enough pep“ to be sent out 
practically to think for himself; the Yank 
has too much “pep” to go in Uke a steam 
roller. 


The conclusion has been that the Ger- 
man methods were best for Germans; the 
American plan best for Americans. 

But the reports of these mutinies seem 
to shake faith in this comfortable belief. 

Perhaps, after all, the German plan was 
not so good even for the Germans. 

It would be valuable to tmaugurate a 
searching examination into these events to 
discover whether or not the German meth- 
od of discipline instills in the soldier, thus 
governed, an angry heart, sullenly waiting 
a chance to turn savagely upon its master. 
If so, it will be a triumph for the American 
plan of not keeping soldiers in blind igno- 
rance; but of letting them understand and 
sympathetically co-operate with their of- 
ficers.

Would we have had the flu if we hadn't 
gotten into a panic of fear? In other words, 
was there really a flu or did we invent some- 
thing and then wear it? 

The proponents of the idea that we 
scared ourselves into fevered sniffles point 
with raucous triumph to Victory night when 
some nine million agitated persons joyously 
stepped all over one another for twelve 
solid hours, not to mention blowing their 
lungs inside out and riding around town 
hatless and coatless and, in some cases 
um—pantless! 

If gathering in crowds was guaranteed 
to give us the flu, then, they argued, we all 
should haze been down. To this the dac- 
tors make answer that the joy surging in 
the human breast upon that oceasion acted 
as a preventive. To which the retort was 
made, “Why didn’t you keep the theaters 
open and fill them with joy all the time.” 

And so the controversy rages. 

The important thing is that most of those 
who had a snifle coming seem to have 
snified and the flu passes on into history. 

It has cost Los Angeles much money, but 
it has made us the richer by an exhibition 
of good feeling and public spirit on the 
part of the affected business men that 
should not pass without comment. 

For their consolation it is good to note 
that one of the greatest winters In the his- 
tory of Southern California is apparently 
coming. Their losses will more than be 
made good.

WAR’S PSYCHIC 
AFTERMATH. 


BY FREDERIOC J. HASKIN, 


WASHINGTON (D. C.) Nov. 15.— 
War has left the civilized world a 
Sinister heritage of nervous and 
mental disorder, which affects not 
only the fighters, but the civilian 
population as well. 

One of the great scientific prob- 
lems of reconstruction is to under- 
stand and cure these disturbances, 
which have in some degree affected 
the minds and nerves of millions, and 
the office of the Surceon4ieneral is 
= engaged in a study of the prob- 
em. 

The nervous and mental damage 
done by war ranges all the way from 
the specific shock of noise and suf- 
fering in the soldier to the subtle 
effects which an atmosphere filled 
with hatred, fear and change have 
upon the minds of whole nations. 
The hell shock” of which one 
reads so much is a small phase of 
the matter. Some of the larger and 
more important psychic effects of 
War are seen in Germany, where the 
German populace, famous as the 
most peaceful and docile in the 
world, has engaged in a carnival of 
loot and murder as a result of the 
strain to which it has been sub- 
jected. 

The point is that war generates 
great discontents, stirs emotions 
that have lain unused through the 
years of civilized peace. Many of 
these discontents and emotions are 
healthy; they are the yeast of pros 
ress. But they are too strong for 
all but the strongest. III-balanced 
minds give way under them; weak 
and diseased nervous systems col- 
lapse. All sorts of criminal tenden- 
cles, most of which are caused by 
nervous and mental troubles, break 
loose from the bonds of habit and 
circumstances that have held them 
in check. 

This problem has a special sienifi- 
cance for America. Some scientists 
have claimed that this country has 
a psychopathic heredity by reason 
of the great number of criminals and 
defectives sent here in colonial 
times. Furthermore, it is far behind 
the leading countries of Europe in 
the handling of its criminal insane 
(which includes nearly all crim- 
| inals.) Whereas other nations have 
learned to identify and isolate psy- 
chopathic cases, American cities 
and States have allowed them to go 
at large and multiply. After our 
Civil War we had a period of crime 
and brigandage that lasted a quar- 
ter of a century+the heyday of the 
James and Younger brothers—and 
the psychic effects of that war are 
stil} apparent in parts of the South. 
The problem faced by American 
physicians and psychologists, then, 
is to prevent, as far as possible, the 
recurrence of such an area of crime 
and insanity by intelligent handling 
of psychic cases, In the army and 
out of it. And this study should 
form the basis of a more intelligent 
handling of all crime and insanity 
in America. 

The war neuroses and the war 
peychoses are not new or peculiar 
to this war. Accounts of the inter- 
ludes between the Punic wars give 
evidence of wholesale insanity. It 
fs said that at the close of the 
Thirty Years’ War more than a fifth 
of the population left in Germany 
was temporarily or permanently de- 
ranged. 

Scientists believe, however, that 
nervous shock of war need have no 
lasting effect on the population pro- 
vided the readjustment from the men- 
tal life of war to the mental life of 
Peace can be made quietly and sei- 
entifically. On the other hand, a 
slipshod readjustment may cause 
no end of trouble. 

An example of this is furnished 
in Canada. The Dominion was not 
prepared for the sudden influx of 
disabled soldiers which was forced 
on her by the overcrowding of Eng- 
lish hospitals. it is stated that 
more than 90 per cent. of Canada’s 
returned soldiers suffer from some 
form or other of mental disorder. 
Fortunately, most of the cases are 
curable, but all are serious if not 
taken immediately in hand. Hun- 
dreds of disabled Canadians are 
drifting over the country, not only 
in Canada, but in the United States, 
Sometimes causing disorder and vio- 
lence. In Toronto and other large 
cities they have broken up political 
meetings for and against the gov- 
ernment, seemingly without discriin- 
ination. They have stormed restau- 
rants, the proprietors of which they 
accused of having cheated them, and 
have got into rows with civilians. 
These disturbances are subdued by 
the police in a manner not warrant- 
ed to help the soldiers regain a 
nervous and mental 

Many of the soldiers, convinced of 
having “done their Dit,” refuse to 
work and expect the state to sup- 
port them. Idleness, bad enough for 
normal persons, breeds the very 
worst sort of mischief in neurotics. 
Relief work in Canada has been 
volunteer and therefore largely am- 
ateur. Of the failure of this sys- 
tem to cope with the problem of 
psychic readjustment Robert C. Dex- 
ter, general secretary of relief or- 
— at Montreal, recently 
said: 

“T feel there has been a great 
lack in our treatment of returne:l 
soldiers, owing to the fact that 
there have been enough case work- 
ers, trained in psychology, at hand. 
We have had some psychologists at- 
tached to the hospital and medical 
end of the work: but we have had 
none to devote their time to the 
problems of re-education and the 
problem of getting the man seitied 
in his right job and to the study of 
Psychological reactions to home en- 
vironment of the men who return“ 

The United States must profit by 
Canada's mistake. 

The soldier is subjected to nerv- 
ous strain from the day he d sent 
away to camp, At camp he ig con- 
fronted with a life different from 
any he has ever known, and he 
must make radical adjustments to 
it. In most cases military life is 
distastefu) to him and he wishes he 
were out of it; yet he cannot leave 
honorably until the war is finished 
and his mission performed. Whence 
a struggle between duty and desire 
ensues. Frequently, the straggle 
does not become acute at camp or 
even in the first few months iu the 
trenches, but as one day of drudz- 


ery o battle follows another the 


struggle and the strain become more 
and more acute. 

Whatever reserves of mental] and 
nervous strength the soldier may 
have come into play almost from the 
first. The instability of a few is 
shown in the first few weeks at 
camp. Though pbysicaliy able to 
“stand the pace” they manifest a 
nervous weakness which makes 
them useless as fighting material, 
and they are weeded out and dis- 
charged. Others hold out until the 
time of embarkation, when their 
weakness manifests itself in one 
way or another. Some do not 80 
under until they first taste artillery 
fire. Yet, in the aggregate, these 
cases are not numerous. Out of 
any army of more than 2,000,009 less 
than 2 per cent. have been dis- 
charged on account of nervous or 
mental weakness. | | 

But the others, who do not actual- 
ly break down, also suffer. from the 
strain. It is nearly impossible for 
the soldier to go through a long spell 
of fighting without being nervously’ 
affected by it. Unsuspected and un- 
detected weaknesses develop. He 
becomes “sick of it”"—actually rath- 
er than figuratively.. Sometimes the 
sense of duty is totally lost in the 
frenzied desire to get away from 
war, and soldiers deliberately wound 
themselves to make sure of being 
sent back to a hospital. 

Evidences of overwrought nerves 
in soldiers are found not only in the 
trenches, but in rest camps and 
among men home on leave, A war 
worker who returned from the front 
a short time ago is credited with 
having said: 

“Do you know the only time I 
have heard American soldiers sing 
Was at religious services, and then 
those hymns had many of them 
weeping. 

“Why in England is every encour- 
agement given to the feting of of- 
ficers and men during leave periods? 
It is because they realize that, un- 
less they do something to break the 
seriousness that naturally possesses 
men's minds in time of war, the 
will have a nation of lunatics 
their hands.” 

What is known as “shell shock” 
is only one phase of the disorders 
described. Broadly, “shell shock” is 
Classified as being of two sorts. 
First there is a functional disorder 
of the victim’s nervous system as 
the result of concussion caused by 
an exploding shell. Second, there is 
a nerve shock caused by a paroxysm 
of fear or other emotion. Actual 
insanity seldom accompanies “shell 
shock,” but the patient is often be- 
set with obsessions. He cannot 
speak, or he cannot move his jim 
when there is nothing of a physic 
nature to prevent him from doing 
either. 

War neurosis victims now in hos- 
pitals in France, England and this 
country will be an important factor 
in the problem of psychic recon- 
struction. So will the unscathed 
soldiers whose nervous mechanism 
has been keyed to a high pitch hy 
a life of excitement and who will 
find it hard to readjust to the sim- 
ple routines of peace. So will those 
soldiers whose eyes have been 
opened to undreamed-of things by 
travel and by associations and in 
whom a discontent with their for- 
mer life is bred. So will the civilian 
populace which has been so rudely 
shaken from ita fatuous placidity. 
The problem is fraught with many 
grave dangers. Both Germany and 
the Allies have made mistakes 
which will not wear out for genera- 
tions. America, however, has Lad 
the advantage of profiting by these 
mistakes, and she is now making 
_ preparations for the mental rehabill- 
tation of her soldiers, for which 
every bit of available scientific aid 
has been requisitioned. These prep- 
arations will be described in a fol- 
lowing article.
